The endowment will be devoted almost en- 
tirely to the organization and support of a 
lyceum, through the medium of which the 
problems of immediate municipal ownership 
will be explained to the people free of charge. 
A municipal ownership extension center will

Horst, prominent in baseball circles through his 
connection with the Baltimore and Brooklyn clubs, 
died last night at the Rutland apartment house, 
where he had been living. His death was due to 
heart failure. Charles H. Ebbetts, president of 
the Brooklyn club, with whom he wes associated 
in business, and his physician, Dr. Newman, were 
with him when he died.

A defiant attitude and preposterous claims 
ate not calculated to win popular affection 
for a traction company. The assertion of 
unlimited monopoly rights is like shaking 
a red rag at the public. The assertion that | 
no rival company can operate street car 
lines in Hyde Park, Lake, and South Chi- 
cago until 1958 illustrates to what lengths 
a lawyer will go in behalf of a client. The 
towns of Hyde Park and Lake were nota 
part of the city when the general assembly 
legislated for the City railway company. 
The general assembly did not have imagina- 
tion or foresight enough to think they ever 
would become a part of the city. Yet itis 


claimed that the legislature, which did not 


pretend to confer a monopoly of the trac- 
tion business in territory within the city. 
conferred it by implication in territory with- 


out the city. 


The question whether a competing trac 
tion system shall be created for the south 
side is a matter of expediency. The city 
has authority to grant to a new company 
the right to run cars on any streets where the 
privileges of the City railway company have 
expired and on other streets not occupied | 
by it, with the consent of the property own- 
ers. Whether auch a system could be made 
to pay if economically managed is a matter 
for traction experts to pass on. It would 
not pay if operated by the city, for the man- 
agement would be inefficient, but it might if 
handled by a capable private corporation. 

A competing system undoubtedly would 
cut severely the receipts of the present com- 
pany when deprived of most of its “ twigs 
and branches.” It is the knowledge of that 
fact which makes the company so deter- 
mined to keep everybody else out of “ our 
territory.” But it cannot escape competi- 
tion in that territory by violent bluffing. 

It cannot. be denied that the public will 
be put to much inconvenience for a time 
by the installation of a competing system 
on the south side. Many who now pay one 
fare to reach the business district will have 
to pay two fares, come by roundabout roads, 
or do considerable walking. But the people 
will endure much rather than submit to 
the arrogant pretensions of the south side 
traction company. Hence it will be expedi- 
ent for the company to abandon its impos- 
sible but irritating claims, cease courting 
the wrecking of its system, and yield to the 
just demands of the city. 1 5 


LABOR A SEPARATE KINGDOM. a 

The difficulties encountered by the state's 
attorney in trying to ferret out the wreck- 
ing crew which recently broke up the fed. 
eration of labor election and slugged 
Michael Donndiley call attention to an im- 
portant and significant tendency in the 
body politic, the tendency of labor to be- 
come an imperium in imperio. fe 

The victims of this high handed attack 
have not asked the assistance of the con- 
stituted authorities of the state to redress 
their wrongs, and the state’s attorney, hav- 
ing, as the guardian of social security, vol. 
untarily taken up the case, has met no cor- 
dial welcome and received no ready aid fram 
those. directly concerned. The meagerness | 
of the information given him by these vic- 
tims may be due in part to their fear of 
further wrecking crew tactics. But it is | 
due also to the inclination of labor to dis- 
trust the constituted legal agencies, and to 
rely instead upon its own independent ex- 
pedients for redress of wrongs, | 

This is true both as to internal violence 
in labor organizations and also as to the 
general cause of labor, Not only was no 
protection or assistance asked from the 
authorities either before or after the elec- 
tion disturbance in question, but trade 
unionism is notoriously opposed to the idea 
of compulsory arbitration. It objects to 
leaving its rights to judicial determination 
to a court of arbitration. It prefers instead 
its extra-legal remedy, the atrike—a remedy 
neither provided for nor contemplated in 
the established system of legal rights, and 
remedies. | 

Since the days when master and man 
mingled in the same shop and social circles, 
they have become less and less cohesive in 
society, until they no longer look to one com- 
mon legal system for security and redress 
in their primary rights of personal safety 
and economic progress. Labor, and par- 
ticularly organized labor, tends instead to 
become a rate body within the general _ 
body politic, with its own independent sys- 
tem of just§ce. The police, being counted 
the allies of the employer in disputes, and 
the judiciary, being credited with class 
prejudice, are both regarded by labor with 
misgivings. | 

This separatist development is a com- 
paratively new fact—and one which de- 
serves more serions consideration than it 
has thus far received. : 


INVESTIGATE THE COMPLAINTS. 

Nearly two months ago a Cincinnati com- 
mercial organization petitioned the presi- 
dent to instruct the attorney general ‘to 
begin suit against the Southern and At- 
lantie Coast Line railroads and two freight 
associations of which those roads and other 
roads are members. The petitioners wish 
to have the companies enjoined from ac- 
quiring more stock in ether railroads and 
from voting what stock they now hold. 
The petitioners wish also to have the freight 
associations dissolved and the companies 
that belong to them enjoined from combin- 
ing to establish and maintain freight rates. 

If the attorney general, after looking into 
the matter, shall begin suit, the merchants 
of Chicago and other western cities will 
be gratified.. The suit may lead to the open- 
ing to them of southeastern territory which 
they have been kept out of for a quarter of 
a century. by freight rates which discrimi- 
nate in favor of New York. They ha ve tried 
frequently in many ways to get redress. 
They have applied to the railroads. They 
have gone to the interstate commerce com- 
mission. very effort they have made has

Mr. Robert Herrick’s latest novel, 
“ THE MEMOIRS OF AN AMER- 
ICAN CITIZEN.” At Mast halt a 
dozen novels have been written with the at- 
tempt to embody in them the darker spirit 
of Chicago life, but none of these has pos- 
sessed the concentrated essence of Chicago’s 
baser commercialism as does this singular 
and striking book, the protagonist of which, 
Van Harrington, is Hke to become a proverb 
for the relentless and indomitable man of 
business who, in Chicago, attains a sort of 
apotheosis. 

It-ts no ordinary study which Mr. Herrick 


has offered—this study of an indelicate, in- 


tenSely energized, affectionate, amiable, de- 
termined man, haunted by evanishing visions 
of happiness and sweetness which it is never 
his fortune to realize. Van Hartington is 
his own spokesman, and he is free in his con- 
fessions, but never, by any chance, does his 
creator permit him to speak of anything out- 
side his limited realm of knowledge and ex- 
perience.
